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Nonsense About Farming. 


Much that is written and published on the subject of agri- 


culture, is well adapted to'amuse or lire those who have prac- 
tical knowledge of.it, sliowing,,as it does, that the writers in 
many instances are totally unfamiliar with the facts in the 
case, and'that what they lack in knowledge is made up in 
theory. 'There are meniwho.knp\sf the subject and who are 
able to.put what they know into readable and instructive form 
but the majority of writers on agriculture who attempt to in- 
sttncMhrough .the columns of the newspapers or the pages of 
the magazines simply display their own ignorance to all of 
their readers who are not as'ignorant-on the subject as them- 
selves: 


It is one of the easiest things in the world for a person with 


a .good flow of language to spread on paper the joys and pro- 
fits of farming; the healthfulness, freedom and "indepen- 
dence" of the farmer, and,all that sort of thing, but practical 
information, and even aci?urate description.^life.on the farm 
is usually lacking. We are supplied with pen pictures and 
tables of figures "that are very enticing to those who do not 
know the difference between fact and fancy as related to life 
on the soil, consequently much of the writing on this subject 
is of little value either to'the tillers of the soil or their city 
cousins. 
' A writer in a New York newspaper, after advocating the 
establishment of farm schools for all city children between the 
ages of eight and eighteen years, says: "The day of the auto- 
mobile farmer, the cultivated farmer, even the Europe traveled 
farmer, is here. The farmer is fast becoming our best type of 
aristocrat." 


That is a sample of the balderdash that is frequently passed 


out under the guise of Agricultural discussion. 
It is totally 


misleading to those having no knowledge of the subject, while 
to those familiar with it, it is amusing or disgusting, accord- 
ing to the mood in which it happens to find them. 


Farming is a calling that demands hard-handed and hard- 


headed men. 
It is all right for those adapted to it. 
Life in 


the country does possess certain advantages, but it is nonsense 
to,represent agriculture as a business which enables farmers 
as a class to have automobiles, to take European trips and to 
pose as the best type or any other type of aristocrat, for it does 
nothing of the sort.
